The Extrakt of the King of Spain's Manifefto continued, 


T HE Ambition of France likewife kept the Ma- 
hometans in Europe, when the Emperor was fo 
near driving them out; Let no Man fay the French 
apprehended the increafe of the Power of the Houfe 
oF Auftria, for they might have fhar’d in the Spoil. 
Greece and Thrace (not to mention Afia) expected 
them, and might have been'an eafie Conqueft. But 
they rather chofe to referve themfelves for the unjuft 
Invafion of the Spanith Monarchy; and‘even now 
they make ufe of all their Arts to perfwade the Orto- 
man-Porte to attack Chriftendom again. *Tis they 
who out of an infatiable Thirft of Dominion, have 
been the Caufe of a horrible Effufion of Chriftian 
Blood for more than 30 Years, and almoft all the 
Miferies Europe has fuffer’d in fo long atime, may 
be juftly charg’d upon them. Thefe are the Merits 
the Houfe of Bourbon has to plead, in order to carry 
{o great a Prize as that of the Spanifh Monarchy, and 
to wreft it out of the Hands of the Emperor, who 
was ever Faithful to his God, and to his ALies. 
- Bur, what is worft of all, Atheifm thews its Face 
- publickly in France ; Libertines in Religion are in 

Mode, and true Piety ridicul’d. This Poifon {preads 
through all Places where the Genius of Prance has 
any Influence, and wherever they fet their Foot and 
become Supetiof, they introduce it with them. To 
fubmit to'a French-Government, 1s to open a Door 
to-ail manner of Diffolution and Corruption of Man- 
ners ; and indeed we may take it for granted, that 
Piery cannot reign whereJuttice is trampled under foor, 
as it has been in France fo often and fo imperionfly. 
And if the Infolenr Carriage of the French where- 
ever they are Mafters, ought to oblige Men of Spi- 
rit to prevent their getting the Superiority in their 
Country ; their impious Opinions and Actions ought 
to be abhorr’d by all good Men and Pious Prelares, 
as well as all the reft of the Clergy who have any 
‘Zeal for the Houfe of God, One muft have an extra- 
ordinary kindnefs for the Princes of the Houfe of 
Bourbon, to imagine that!*fuch Evils do an 
will happen againft their will, and that they will 
neither countenance Licentioufnefs nor Impiety : But 
bad Cuftoms, when they have taken ‘root in Mens 
Minds and ate grown pleafing, are too ftrong for 
Edicts and Ordinances ; and we fee at this day the 
French, under a King who is devour, fevere, and ab- 
folute, exceed all other Chriftian Nations in all man- 
her of Diffolution and Irreligion. God grant there 
may be no need of guarding againft this French Evil ; 
and that the Grandeur of that Nation, which increafes 
daily,do not prove a new Scoutge té Religion: Spain 
would mart under it,efpecially their Churches; and 
the Spaniards will be acceffary to their Crimes, if 
they fubmit to that dangerous Nation,and by fo doing 

ut them into a Condition to infale all the reft of 

urope, 

The Intereft as well as Inclination of a King of 

the Houfe of Bourbon, is to render himfelf Abfolute 
that he may govern ina defpotick‘manner. "Tis 


well known that Form ofGovernment is eftablifh’d tg 


France, that ic is ctied u there by Flatterers, and. 
that a Grandfon of the French King muft necefla- 
feafon'd with thofe-Maxims. In France the 
Liberties of all Ranks and Orders of Men are utterly | 
fubverted; the King’s Will and Pleafure ftands for 
every thing; even the Prihces of the Blood Royal are - 
not at all regarded; the greateft Men are but titular, 
and declining every day, while mean and inconfider- 
able Perfons are advanc’d.and. made Inftruments of 
the general Oppreflion, In thofe Provinces where. 
Affemblies of Eftates are continued, they are fum- 
mon’d ro meet only for Form fake, and.thofe Affem- 
blies ferve to. no other end. than to execute the Or- 
ders of the Court, without being able to make the 
leaft Step towards the redrefs of the publick Grie- 
vances. TheGentry are empoverih’d to the laft De- 
gree,made uneafie with Profecutions and vexatious 
Inquiries, conftrain’d to wear themfelves out in the 
King’s Service, and to Sacrifice their Eftates and - 
Blood to the Ambition of a Conqueror, and have lit- 
tle left to live upon but the Hopes of an Imaginary 
Fortune, and of. being advane’d to Commands that 
fall to the. Share of a very few. Thofe thar are in 
civil Employments, efpecially in fuch as are profir- 
able, after having enrich’d themfelves with the Spoils 
of the People, whom they are allow’d to fleece, are 
{queez’d like Sponges by a Scrutiny into their Mans 
agement and Accounts,by the Venality of Places, by 
the erection of new Offices, and by great Sums de-+ 
manded of them without caufe, and which they are 
oblig’d to pay to free themfelyes from further Vexa- 
tion. The People are opprefs’d without Mercy, and 
reduc’d to Bread and Water by Taillages, Taxes,Im-, 
pofts,Capirations, Winter Quarters, and the frequent 
Marches of Troops ; by Monopolies ; by Alterations 
of the value of Coin, which at once takes away a 
grear part of a Man’s Eftatesand by a thoufand other 
‘Contrivances: And all this only to foment the Infa- 
tiable Avarice of a Court, that have no manner of 
regard to the Subjects they haye already, and feck 
only to increafe the number of. miferable People by 


‘extending theirDominions. This is the Conditi 


into which the Subjects of the Spanifh Monarchy 
are falling: And can any tue Spaniard that loves 
his’‘Country,andivalues the Honour of his Nation, for- 
bear to be alatum’d at it ? ) 
Let them bur think what the reftlefs and litigious 
Humour of the French is capable of undertaking in 
in to enrich the King, and exalt his Power at the 
Coft of the Subject; France {warms with hungry 
Projectors, who greedily gape after the Gold and 
Silver of the Indies, and the Riches of Spain, which 
they already devour in expectation. _ The King will 
make himfelf Mafter of the Trade to America, and 
will difpofe of the Mines of Peru at his Pleafure, by 
fending thither French Undertakers; and private 


«Men will have no more than what will be found ab- 


folutely neceffary to enable them to carry on the 


“Works, which trouble the King will. not take off 


their-Hands. Spain will be pefter’d with Farmersiof 
the publick Revenues, after the French Mode, and 
other Bloodfuckers, who will prey upon the very Vi- 
tals ofthe People, to oblige them (as they will fay) 
to be more Indaftrious and Laborious ; but they will 
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‘not be permitted ro enjoy the Fruit of their Labour, 
all the Profic will go to the Court and to Forreigners. 

A terrible Reform will be made in the Courts of 
Juftice, the Treafury, and the Magiftracyof Cities ; 
{ome will be turn’d out, and to thote thac fhall be 
‘continued fuch Collegues will be joyn’d as will be 
fubfervient to the Ends Of France : and few Men will 
be continued in their Places without bribing, tho the 
venality of Offices thould not be immediately intro- 
‘duc’d. Many will be forc’d to-buy off Profecutions 


to exempt themfelves from vexatious retrofpections. 


In general they will be fent to School to the French, 
under pretence that all things are perfectly well Hp 
lated in France; but at the bottom, to the end the 


French by becoming their Inftruttors. may dive into. 


the Secret of the whole Oeconomy of Spain, and in- 
finuate themfelves by degrees into all manner of Em- 
loyments, If they change any thing for the better, 
it fhall not be for the Benefit of the People but of the 
King, the fwelling of whofe Coffers, is like the Splen 
in a‘human Body, which can never grow to au enor- 
mous Bignefs without the Diminution and Decay of 
all the other parts And befides, immente Riches put 
Kings upon projecting Conquefts, and coutriving of 
Wars, deftructive to their own Subjects and rending 
to increafe the Diforders and Miferies of Mankind. 
The Grandees and Lords will not. be free from 
Vexations ; on the contrary, thofe whofe Power 
Wealth and Intereft fhall give never fo litle Um- 
brage, will quickly be taken down to a lower level ; 


and be involv’d in the Retrofpections that will be, 


made into the alienation of the Crown Lands,. which 
they will find themfelves forc’d to give up under fe- 
Veral pretences, They fhall have Employmenrs in 
appearance honourable, butt neceffarily attended with 
great expence and exactly ficted to rvine their For- 
tunes. Al! means will be us'd to introduce Luxury 
among the Gentry, and to enfnare them with Law 
Suits. Ways will be found to oblige them to make 
an expenfive-Figure at Court, in the Arricreban, and 
in the Armies under pain of being defpis'd, and e- 
ven ill usd in cafe of refufal. All Employmeuts. of 
Profit and Truft tha!l be given to Strangers, or to the 
tmeaneft f{pirited Natives, who will be bafely , fubfer- 
vient to any defigns and ready to bear all mancer of 
Contempt, without the leaft Concernment for. the 
Honour and Good of their Countty.* The Church- 
men will be us’d little better, and. the Example of 
France will be a Law tothem ; The King, with the 
Adiiftarice of the French Monarch, will force’the Pope 
to whatever Concordat he fhall think fit, by which 
Means the Court will poffe(s themfelves of the Power 
of conferring almoft all Ecclefiaftical Benefices, and 
grant Penfions out of them. The Regale will be in- 
troduc'd in the urmoft Rigour, The proceedings of 


Ecclefiaftical Courts thall be annull’d:by Secular Of- 


ficers, the Wings of fuch Prelares as are thought too 
rich fhall be clip’'d ; and Free Gifts. will -be fo often 
‘demanded of the Clergy, that rheiss Condition will 
be no berter than that of other Subjects, a great Share 
of whofe Mifery they muft help vo bear.
